into the mountains. According to 
legend, the vision must be seen be- 
fore she reaches her 15th year. 


Edris left her Palo Alto home 


early Friday morning. She had 
written her mother a note, saying:

troops swam the chilly Hongchon 
river to Central Korea today in 
pursuit of Communist forces pull- 
Ing back toward the 38th parallel. 


The Republic of Korea (ROK) 


soldiers were spearheading 
the 


central front drive of the U. S. 


j/ Eighth Army which has set up 


strong forces in a holding line only 
17 miles south of the politically 
sensitive parallel. 


"There was no stopping those 


ROK troops," said a 
military 


spokesman. They swam the cold 
river rather than wait for boats to 
ferry them across in the northward 
drive.

The same ROK troops trapped 


and annihilated a Chinese Commu- 
nist battalion Sunday. 


The ROKs faded back when they 


first met the Reds. But they sent 
strong patrols out in a flanking 
movement until they were north 
of the Chinese. Then they smashed 
the Reds simultaneously from the 
front and rear. 


American liaison officers with 


"the South Koreans counted 231 


dead Chinese after the battle. 


Front Is Quiet

Sluggish sales in 
recent weeks, in spite of lib- 
eral trade-in offers, caused 
sets to back up at retail. 


Hallicraf ters Co. also announces 


lower TV set prices. 


Meanwhile, production in the 


television industry continues at a 
fast clip as manufacturers seek 
Lo pile up inventories before ma- 
terial cut-backs catch up with 
:hem. But the inventory log-jam 
has retailers worried. 


Large Inventories 


In the textile field, credit execu- 


tives say many 
manufacturers 


have piled up large inventories of 
finished and unfinished textiles on 
Sank loans. Some bankers are urg- 
ing that these goods be moved 
Jito the market shortly and the 
oans cleaned up. Textile sources 
say much the same thing has hap- 
pened in the retail field. Although 
:rade has been good, many mer- 
chants still have large stocks, car- 
ried by bank loans, which they 
may have to move soon to satisfy 
the banks.

:n February, the Bureau of Labor 
statistics reports. It was the 
sharpest January to February fall 
off since the war, the bureau says, 
[t thinks credit restrictions 
finally taking their toll. 


The outlook for industry as a

Three Dixoii Doctors Develop 
New Method to Treat Fractures 
Broken Facial Bones Need Prompt Atten- 


tion, They Claim in Article 


New surgical methods of repairing fractured facial bones are 


explained in an article in the March 3 issue of the Journal of the 
American Medical association. It was written by three Dixon phy- 
sicians, Dra. David L. Murphy, Edward S. Murphy and William A. 
McNichols. 


The authors maintain each locality should have a group of 


physicians specializing in treatment of facial fractures. 
They point 


out that auto accidents account for most of the fractures encountered. 


Alignment 
of 
the 
fractured 


bones is done without surgery by 
the Dixon physicians. They use 
pins pushed through the skin and 
into solid bone in addition to gauze 
molds to straighten bones out of 
alignment 


Exterior Support Best 


They maintain the exterior sup- 


port method is not only best but 
most comfortable for the patient. 
These methods can be used on 
almost any fracture. 


The authors state they are op- 


posed to an open operation to 
replace pieces of bone out of line 
because of fractures of the face. 


The total number of fatal acci- 


dents in 1946 was 33,700, an 
increase of 20 per cent over the 
preceding year and 38 per cent 
over 1944. 
"With the National 


Safety council ratio commonly 
used of 35 injuries to each death, 
the 1946 approximate total of non- 
fatal vehicle injuries is 1,200,000," 
they claim. 


Need Prompt Attention 


The article continues, "With the 


continued increase in travel, the 
probable number of victims of 
motor accidents in need of prompt 
and efficient care is too appalling 
to estimate. 


"Consequently, 
the 
need for 


providing this care is paramount 
responsibility of each physician. 
Because of plasma, blood banks, 
penicillin and 
antitoxin, 
many 


badly injured persons who previ- 
ously would have died will survive. 
It is the attending 
physician's 


responsibility to see that they are 
not afflicted with any humiliating 
scars of deformities that can be 
avoided or repaired." 


According to the authors often 


the victim is given excellent first 
aid and all fractures are taken care 
of execept those of the face. Early 
treatment 
and correction . are 


necessary If permanent disfigure- 
ment is to be avoided.

Brooklyn crime syndicate. Anasta- 
sia escaped prosecution after the" 
death of Abe.Relea, a witness, in 
a mysterious plunge from a Coney 
Island hotel window in 1041.

world syndicate, O'Dwyer said: 


No Chief 


"It was rather a combination. 


There was no chief man in charge, 
a combination, an alliance."

O'Dwyer said the witness, Aba 


Seles, was trying to escape when 
he was killed in a plunge out a 
sixth-floor window of a Coney 
Island hotel in 1941.

Frank S. Bals, a former seventh 
deputy police commissioner, told 
the committee that Reles was try- 
ng to lower himself to a fifth-

Howard Blakeslee, my erudite 


colleague who is science editor for 
the Associated Press, likes to start 
an argument if he can, which ac- 
counts for his pausing at my desk 
to fling this challenge at me- 


"We've been brought up on the 


thesis that the world is going to 
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the dogs. That isn't true. The 
world is getting better." 


"O.K.," I replied cautiously, "so 


it's getting better. And just what 
do you mean by that?" 


Blakeslee had his answer ready, 


and it certainly puts a different 
complexion on the global picture 
as generally viewed these days. In 
substance it is this: 


Wars Contribute 


Wars and threats of war, despite 


their many bad effects, do con- 
tribute in numerous ways to prog- 
ress. This is paiticularly true in 
the field of science. 


Take the development of atomic 


energy, as a prime example. The 
wars and threats of wars in the 
past 10 years have put us far 
ahead of the progress we normally 
would have achieved in this vital 
field. A whole new world is being 
opened up in this branch of science 
alone, and that is true not only 


but of 
of military developments 
ordinary progress. 


Better Everything 


The threats of war are giving us 


better airplanes. We are heading 
for atomic powered ships. Radio 
and radar are being improved to 
meet the exigencies of war. 


Mass production has been speed- 


ed up in many countries with the 
accompanying benefits to the aver- 
age citizen. Metallurgy has boom- 
ed. 


And look at medicine! War has 


sped the making and use of peni- 
cillin. This has resulted in the 
saving of millions of lives, not only 
among the fighting forces but 
among civilians. And there has 
been progress in many other medi- 
cal lines. Doctors, responding to 
the calls of war and the ills which 
march with conflict, have had a 
chance to study rare diseases and 
evolve treatments.

began. 


Truman's four most prominent 


critics were former President Her- 
bert Hoover; Joseph P. Kennedy, 
one-time ambassador to Britain; 
and two Republican senators, Taft 
of Ohio, Wherry of Nebraska. .The 
main points of the 
argument 


against Truman's plan: 


1. Kennedy—Withdraw frfom 


^Europe and Korea and build » 
^klnd of fortress here. 


2. Hoover—Ao troops for Eu- 


rope until it erects a "sure dam" 
of its own against attack; and, 
meanwhile, turn the U. S. into 
a Gibraltar with huge air-sea 
forces.

Try to Figure Partner's Acts 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


Whenever your partner makes 
very unusual play, stop and 


hink for a second. Has your part-' 
er suddenly lost his mind? That, 
f course, is always a possibility. 
If your partner looks reasonably 
ane, give him credit for having a 
eason for his play. If he's a good 
layer, he probably has a good 
eason. If you can work out the 
eaning of the play you can cc- 
perate better with your partner. 
For example, not long ago 1 


watched a game in which two 
women were partners against two 
men. 
One of the men properly, 


iut not gallantly, froze the pack 
airly early. Both aides discarded 
autiously for three rounds, after 
which one of the women melded 
our kings from her hand and dis- 
arded safely. 
Since her 
side already 
had 


melded four aces, this was a very 
unusual play. She didn't need a 
jase of four natural cards; the 
our aces would have served as a 
>ase. 
The meld certainly didn't 


help her discard. If anything, it 
lelped the opponents find safe dis- 
;ards. 


Unfortunately, her partner 


iidn't bother to think of the reason 
or this unusual play. The partner 
happened to have a hand that was 
almost set for melding out; and 
he persevered doggedly until she 
inally did meld out. In the mean- 
ime, the opponents got the pack 
and made several canastas, three 
of them natural. 


What do you think was the

kings? If made by a sensible 
player (and it was), it could have 
only one meaning: "Partner, I 
lave deliberately weakened our 
power to take the discard pile. The 
•eason is that I am already to 
meld out. 
Help me make a ca- 


nasta immediately. 
As soon as 


rou do. I can meld out." 


The partner could have made a 


canasta of kings on the same 
round. At the very next play, the 
one who had put down the kings 
would have melded out. Their op- 
>onents would not have won the 
jack and would have lost points on 
:he hand insteal of winning sev- 
:ral thousand points. 


Once you start to watch for 


points like this, your game will 
improve immensely. You will find 
yourself understanding why your 
partner makes certain plays and 
what type of hand he must have. 
That will lead you to understand 
what the opponents mean and 
what type of hands they have. It's 
almost as good as having X-ray 
eyes!

Q. I was dealt a red three at 


the beginning of a hand. I put it 
on the table and drew a card to 
replace it The replacement was a 
red three. I put that on the table 
and drew another card and that 
also was a red three. I put that 
on the table and then wanted to 
draw three cards—one for each 
red three. The opponents said I 
was entitled to only one card. Who 
was right ? 
A. four opponents were right. 
Forget about the red threes for a 
moment. 
Remember that when 


you draw a card at the beginning 
of the game, y*i usually 
have 


eleven cards in your hand and yon 
add one card, making twelve cards. 
Then yon discard; leaving your- 
self with eleven cards once more. 
That Is the basic principle of draw- 
ing and discarding. 
When yon 


have finished with your draw and 
your discard, yon should have only 
eleven cards In your hand. 


Now let's get back to those red 


threes. 
When you put your first 


red three down, yon have only ten 
cards In your hand. Now you get 
another red three and put it down 
—and yon still have those same 
ten cards. This happens again, and 
you still have the,same ten cards. 
Ton are entitled to only one card 
to bring yon np to eleven cards. 
That finishes the business of re- 
placing the red threes. You now 
have a normal hand of eleven 
cards and yon are entitled to your 
regular draw — either from the 
stock pile or from the discard pile.

The Doctor Answers 


Malaria Victim Should Be 
Treated Soon as Possible 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


A worried young lady writes 


that for the past two weeks she 
has had a chill followed by fever 
every few days and wonders what 
it could be. She added that she 
recently returned from a trip i.o 
South America. 
Now there are 


a lot of possibilities, but one of 
the most likely is malaria—a dis- 
ease which is one of the great 
scourges of mankind in 
many 


parts of the globe. 


Malaria is an infection. 
It is 


carried by a particular kind of 
mosquito which first 
picks up 


the disease by biting someone af- 
flicted with it and then deposits it 
in the blood of the next person it 
bites. Without this mosquito, or 
if the mosquito is prevented from 
biting people, new cases of ma- 
laria will stop. It Is this knowl- 
edge which has made possible the 
almost complete conquest of ma- 
lana in some parts of the world. 


The mocquito can be attacked in 


a lot of ways. It breeds in stag- 
nant water; this water can be 
drained off or covered with some- 
thing like kerosene which pre- 
vents mosquitos from developing. 
Since the discovery of DDT and 
other insect poisons, these mos- 
quitoes can be killed moie suc- 
cessfully now than ever before. 


If it is not possible to kill all 


th» malaria carrying mocquitoea, 


they 'can often be prevented from 
biting. Screens or mosquito nets 
do this job, though one has to be 
sure that they are tight and you 
are snug inside by sundown when 
the insects start biting. 
XEW TYPES 


There are several kinds of ma- 


laria and during the last war our 
soldiers, sailors and marines ran 
into some which were new to us 
and plenty tough ones. 
If the 


malaria 
mosquitoes couldn't be 


killed and couldn't be prevented 
from biting as happened in the 
Solomon Islands and elsewhere, 
the next best thing is treatment 
For this purpose quinine and a 
chemically prepared drug, 
ata- 


brine, proved about the most use- 
ful. 
Treatment, 
it is known, 


should be begun as early as pos- 
sible and removal to a good cli- 
mate also helps. 


In the case of the young lady 


the first problem is ..o find out 
promptly whether her chills and 
fever are actually caused by ma- 
laria. If they are she should get 
to work right away on treat- 
ment

Six Nations 
OK Schuman 
Plan for Coal 


PARIS, (AP)—Six nations of 


Western Europe today initialed the 
Schuman plan for pooling most of 
their coal and steel. 


The agreement, coming after 


nine months of negotiations, con- 
stituted one of the most ambitious 
economic proposals made in Eur- 
ope in this century. 


The plan for an international 


control of West Europe's major re- 
sources was initialed at noon today 
at the French foreign ministry by 
technical experts of the six na- 
tions—France, Italy, Belgium, 
Luxembourg, The Netherlands and 
West Germany. 


French Foreign Minister Robert 


Schuman proposed last May to put 
nearly two-thirds of free Europe's 
multi-billion dollar coal and steel 
industry into a single market. 


The first blow to the plan was 


Britain's refusal to take part. 


Last June the six nations began 


negotiations. The wrangling be- 
came so intense, however, that 
American officials intervened re- 
cently in Germ-any to work out a 
compromise with the French and 
West Germans to save the plan. 


Today's initialling still leaves 


the plan a long way from realiza- 
tion. The cabinets of the six na- 
tions next must approve it. Then 
the plan faces its greatest ob- 
stacle—ratification by the six na- 
tional parliaments. 


There is still much opposition to 


the proposal. Negotiators believe 
it will take months—possibly a 
year—before it can be called fin- 
ished.

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Northern Midwest Battered by 
Late Winter Blizzard, Winds

• The northern 
Middlewest was 


hanging on the ropes again today, 
virtually knocked out by another 
smashing blizzard. 


From the appearance of many 


snow-blocked sections and the 
hardship of its victims., winter is 
still more like a lusty young ar- 
rival than a feeble, dying season. 


Throughout the area many high- 


ways were blocked, planes were 
grounded and even some trains 
were stalled by mountainous snow 
drifts. 


Although the fury of the storm 


was not as widespread as the two 
earlier blizzards that already had 
hit the region this month, it was 
more intense in spots.
